It is hereby ordered — 

(1) that the Scheme hereto annexed intituled “ The British Transport 
Commission (Hull Harbour) Charges Scheme, 1960 ”, being the said draft of 
a charges scheme as altered by the Tribunal, be confirmed; 

(2) that the said Scheme be printed and published by Her Majesty’s 
Stationery Office; 

(3) that the Applicants do cause to be inserted in the London Gazette and 
in the newspapers specified in the Schedule hereto notices to the effect following, 
namely — 

(a) that by an Order dated the 29th September, 1960, the Tribunal had 
confirmed “ The British Transport Commission (Hull Harbour) 
Charges Scheme, 1960”; 

(h) that the said Scheme would come into force on the 15th October, 1960: 
(c) that the said Scheme would be published by Her Majesty’s Stationery 
Office.

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THE BRITISH TRANSPORT COMMISSION (HULL HARBOUR) 
CHARGES SCHEME, 1960 
Part I 

Citation, Interpretation, Revocation and Commencement 
Citation 

1. This Scheme may he cited as “ The British Transport Commission (Hull 
Harbour) Charges Scheme, 1960 

Interpretation 

2. (1) In this Scheme, except so far as the context otherwise requires, the 
following expressions have the meanings hereby respectively assigned to them, 
that is to say 

“ charges ”, “ dock ”, “ harbour ”, “ port facilities ”, “ ship ” and 
“ statutory provision ” have the same meanings as in the Transport Act, 
1947; 

“ The Commission ” means the British Transport Commission; 

“ fish ” means all fish, including shell fish, other than fish preserved in 
bottles, cans or tins; 

“ fishing vessel ” includes any trawler, drifter or other ship used for 
fishing and any ship used for carrying and bringing fish direct from the 
fishing grounds and any ship carrying a cargo consisting principally of 
fish; 

“ Hull Harbour ” means the harbour of the Commission at Kingston- 
upon-Hull and includes any place in or in the vicinity of Kingston-upon- 
Hull at which port facilities are provided by the Commission; 

“ merchandise ” includes goods, fish, livestock and animals of all 
descriptions and minerals. 

(2) The Interpretation Act, 1889, shall apply to this Scheme as it applies 
to an Act of Parliament. 

Revocation 

3. The British Transport Commission (Harbours) Charges Scheme, 1958, 
shall cease to apply to Hull Harbour immediately before the 15th day of 
October, 1960. 

Provided that sub-section (2) of Section 38 of the Interpretation Act, 
1889, shall apply as if this Scheme and the British Transport Commission 
(Harbours) Charges Scheme, 1958, were Acts of Parliament. 

Commencement 

4. This Scheme shall come into force on the 15th day of October, 1960. 

Part II 
Charges 

5. The Commission may make: — 

(1) In respect of any ship entering, using or leaving Hull Harbour charges 
not exceeding charges ascertained in accordance with the First 
Schedule to this Scheme; 
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(2) In respect of any merchandise shipped or unshipped into or from a 

ship entering, using or leaving Hull Harbour charges not exceeding 
charges ascertained in accordance with the Second Schedule to this 
Scheme provided that nothing herein shall repeal, alter or take away 
any now existing exemption from dues or charges in respect of merchan- 
dise loaded or unloaded overside from or into any vessels, lighters or 
river craft without passing over the quays or wharves of the Com- 
mission; and 

(3) In respect of any passengers embarking or disembarking at Hull 

Harbour charges not exceeding charges ascertained in accordance 
with the Third Schedule to this Scheme. 

6. The Commission may make such charges as may be reasonable for the 
use of any of the services or facilities specified in the Fourth Schedule to this 
Scheme provided by the Commission at Hull Harbour. 

7. Any questions as to the reasonableness of any charge made by the 
Commission under the provisions of Paragraph 6 of this Scheme shall be 
determined, on the application either of the Commission or of the person 
liable to the charge, by the Transport Tribunal, to the exclusion of any other 
Court. 

Part III 

Terms and Conditions 

8. The Commission may make the use of any of the services and facilities 
to which this Scheme relates subject to such reasonable terms and conditions 
(not being provisions as to the amounts of any charges) as the Commission 
may from time to time determine. 

9. Any questions as to the reasonableness of any term or condition imposed 
or sought to be imposed by the Commission under Paragraph 8 of this Scheme 
shall be determined by the Transport Tribunal. 

Part IV 

General 

10. Nothing in this Scheme shall affect the provisions of Section 732 of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1894. 

11. For the avoidance of doubt it is hereby declared that nothing in this 
Scheme shall affect the provisions of Section 22 of the British Transport Com- 
mission Act, 1957, as amended by Section 21 of the British Transport Commis- 
sion Act, 1959. 

Part V 
Publication 

12. The Commission shall keep at the office of the Chief Docks Manager, 
Hull, a copy of this Scheme and shall on demand made by any person during 
reasonable hours produce the same for inspection without the payment of any 
fee. 

13. Save as provided by Paragraph 12 of this Scheme and notwithstanding 
the requirements of any statutory provision the Commission shall be under no 
obligation to publish any charges to which this Scheme relates.

(a) A barge, lighter or river 
craft entering or using a dock 
to receive goods direct from 
or deliver goods direct to a 
named ship shall be exempt 
from ship dues and rent 
provided the barge, lighter or 
river craft does not enter or 
commence to use the dock 
earlier than 3 days before the 
arrival within or at such dock 
of the ship which is to bring or 
take the goods and leaves not 
later than the fourth available 
tide after having completed 
the receipt or delivery of the 
goods. 

0 b ) A barge, lighter or 
river craft entering or using a 
dock to receive goods direct 
from or deliver goods direct 
to a quay or place within or at 
the dock shall be exempt from 
ship dues and rent provided 
the barge, lighter or river craft 
proceeds forthwith to the 
quay, or place and there 
remains bona fide in attend- 
ance to receive or deliver the 
goods and leaves the dock not 
later than the fourth available 
tide after completion of the 
receipt or delivery of the 
goods from or at the quay or 
place. 

(c) A barge, lighter or river 
craft entering or using a dock 
for a purpose as described in 
(a) or ( b ) which has entered 
the dock before or remained 
in the dock after the appro- 
priate free period, or when 
the Dock Master may permit 
a barge, lighter or river craft 
to enter or use a dock for a 
purpose other than as des- 
cribed in (c) or ( b ), the 
following rates shall be ap- 
plicable : — 

For entering or using the 
dock and lying therein or 
thereat for any period not 
exceeding seven days from 
date of entrance or com-

2. Regulations and Conditions applicable to Maximum Ship Dues 

(1) Maximum ship dues cover one entering or commencing to use Hull Harbour, 
followed by one departure from Huh Harbour, and the use of Hull Harbour from the 
time of such entering or commencing to use to the time of such departure, including 
one docking and undocking during such period, and any further docking or undocking 
due to orders given by the Dock Master. In this Regulation and in the Fourth 
Schedule to this Scheme, “docking” and “undocking” mean respectively the 
passage of a ship inwards and outwards through the gates of an enclosed dock, 
provided that in the case of a quay, pier or jetty not inside any enclosed dock, 
“ docking ” and “ undocking ” mean respectively mooring and unmooring at the 
quay, pier or jetty. 

(2) Where maximum ship dues ascertained by reference to the arrival of any ship 
be different from maximum ship dues ascertained by reference to the departure of 
that ship the higher maximum ship dues shall apply, provided that where a ship 
arrives or departs in ballast, the maximum ship dues shall not exceed those ascertained 
by reference to such ship’s cargo carrying voyage. 

(3) In the case of ships trading inwards or outwards, such ships shall be liable to 
pay the maximum ship dues payable in respect of the most distant of all the ports or 
places from or to which they shall have traded or shall trade. 

(4) The maximum ship dues for a ship with unregistered space occupied by cargo 
or bunkers shall be as for the net register tonnage of such ship plus the tonnage 
calculated in respect of the space so occupied. 

(5) Where rent is payable either on or at a fixed period after entering or com- 
mencing to use Hull Harbour, in calculating such rent the day of entry or commencing 
to use and of departure shall be counted in the calculation of such rent. 

(6) Ships using the Riverside Quay or the River Pier (Alexandra Dock) and also 
an enclosed dock, shall be liable to the maximum ship dues provided for in paragraph 1 
of this Schedule, with the addition of 50 per cent, which shall include the second 
docking and undocking. 

(7) In calculating any maximum ship dues fractions of a foot, a week, or a net 
register ton shall be reckoned as a foot, a week, or a net register ton respectively.

2. Merchandise for or from Coastal Ports. 

The maximum merchandise dues for merchandise, other than merchandise 
marked in the list set out in Paragraph 1 of this Schedule, shipped or unshipped 
for or frorn ports or places in the United Kingdom, the Channel Islands, the Isle of 
Man and the Republic of Ireland, shall be three-quarters of the charge specified in 
the said paragraph. 

3. Weights and Measures. 

Where maximum merchandise dues are chargeable at a rate per ton the weight 
shall be the gross weight of the merchandise and any packing and packaging in which 
such merchandise shall be contained at 2,240 lbs. to the ton. In calculating any ma<i- 
mum merchandise dues fractions of a ton, a standard, or a load shall be reckoned as 
a ton, a standard, or a load respectively. 

4. Merchandise not listed. 

Where any merchandise shipped or unshipped into or from a ship entering, using 
or leaving Hull Harbour is not described in Paragraph 1 of this Schedule, the maximum 
dues chargeable in respect thereof shall be the maximum dues chargeable in the case 
of whatever merchandise described in Paragraph 1 of this Schedule most nearly 
resembles it in its nature, packing and quality, provided that where the Commission 
consider that no such comparison is feasible, the ma ximum dues shall be as for 
“ Merchandise not otherwise rated ”.
